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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The reference, USPN 5,748,186, to Raman, will 
be relied upon to reject applicant's claimed invention. More specifically, Raman discloses a construct method that creates a document 
object from a list element. Because the claim limitations are to be given their broadest reasonable interpretation within the scope of the 
art, the methods provided by Raman provide a means to manipulate the DOM based on templates and rules. The fundamental source 
elements parsed by a recognizer are stored in the intermediate high evel data structure. The recognizer uses a lex-based translator to 
generate a nested list representing the source document. The nested list can be logically shown as a data structure in the form of a 
hierarchical attributed tree The tree includes a plurality of nested containers or nodes. Each node or container is known as a document 
object.
